Whitint. fok nit 1'itEss.— Under this 
title editor of the Philadelphia Bulletin 
gives the following hints, which should 
receive the serious attention of all ama¬ 
teur newspaper writers: There is one 
essential thing of which most of these 
amateur writers are ignorant, and that is 
the Art of t\ filing. They may have ta¬ 
ken lessons from a writing master, and 
they may have had a prett good education ; 
hut, in nine eases out of ten, their manu¬ 
script, could not be put into a printer’s 
hands without correction. Nearly all 
amateur writers hii both sides of the pa- 

pi r, p hich causes great inconvenience to 
priniers: nearly all write-illegibly ; a great 
many spell badly ; nearly all commit 
grammatical errors; scarcely any know 
howto divide paragraphs properly, and 
not one in a hundred knows how n> punc¬ 
tuate. Many inanutscrips that we receive 
contain no points except commas ; manv 
others hare none but dashes, which are 
rarely used by good writers, and then 
usually a substitute for the parenthesis. 
Macauly, indeed, never employs dashes at 
all. To most amateurs, the colon and 
semicolon are totally unknown, and even 
the period is often ignored. Commas ami 
dashes are scattered at random over the 
pages, in such a way, that if the printer 
were to follow the copy faithfully, the ar¬ 
ticle would he more senseless than anon¬ 
ymous amateur articles usually are.— 
Many u l iters, by way of giving points and 
emphasis to what is quite pointless, itali¬ 
cise one half of their words, flood wri¬ 
ters rarely Use italics, and never do it for 

the sake of calling attention to what the 
writer lmiy consider a particularly good 
thing. A rather clever panning poem, 
which we.saw the other day in a weekly 
paper, was quite spoiled hy having every 
pun printed in italics. Hood never itall- 
1-1 -' l '} * ns . puns, and no sensible man will 
employ italic-, in any style of writing, ex¬ 
cept on rare occasions.
